DECLARED INSANE. 


RlcLard Brett, a Farmer, Going to 


tho Kan&akee Asylum. 


From Monday's Daily. 


In the county court this afternoon 


before Judge Nelson and a jury, Richard 
Brett, a farmer residing in the northern 
part of the county, was adjudged insane 
and was declared a fit subject to receive 
treatment at the Eastern Hospital for 
the Insane at Kaukakee, to whioh asylum 
he will be taken by Sheriff Perl. Mr. 
Brett has a family and is past 40 years of 
age. The cause of his malady ie not 
known. It is B recent affliction. He 
fancies that parties are pursuing him to 
tafce his life, and he is constantly schem- 
ing to defend himself. Last week he 
assaulted his wife and it is stated that 
he whetted a butcher-knife with latent 
to use it. He expressed a desire to use 
the knife on his little girl to demonstrate 
how nioely he oonld oat a human throat. 
Sheriff Perl and Deputies Murphey and 
Taylor visited the Brett place Saturday 
evening and brought the insane man to 
Deoatar. lie offered no resistance, al- 
though it was eipeoted that he would 


take trouble with the officers.

Tne news from Springfield is that Gov- 


ernor Altgeld became suddenly worse at 
10 o'clock Sunday night, caused by nau- 
sea. He vomited freely and was quickly 
relieved by Dr. Fowler. The governor 
insists on workiog nearly n'l the time, 
making appointments and ull that sort of 
thing. Dr. Fowler eayo he will get along 
all right it tho officesstkera will give him 
u minute'e> peace, and has lull a strict in- 
j^netiun Bgainst tkair seeing him. The 
governor now expects to be uble to leave 
the atata Wednesday. His wife, Secre- 
tary Dose and Dr. Fowler want him to go 
south to Asheville, N. C., Florida, or Hot 
Springs, Ark., in preference to Indiana, 
and the governor has virtually given np 
hia individual ideas in the matter. 


Tuesday a big lot of appointments will 


be sent to the senate. Most of them 
will be trustees of the charitable and 
penal institutions. Mr. Eppinger and 
Judge Thompson of Jacksonville will be 
appointed to trusteeships of the institu- 
tions at that place. 


The board of raihoad and warehouse 


commissioners will organiza to-morrow 
and elect a secretary, probably Mr. Lauth 
or Mr. Wagner of Chicago. 


STATE AFFA1B3. 


It ia generally expected that the next 


day or two will witness the introduction 
of a resolution in one or both branches 
of the general assembly providing for the 
appointment of a committee to investi- 
gate the administration of the auditor's 
offioe under Gen. C. W. Puvay. Attorney 
General Molony, in a published inter- 
view, has suggested that legislation reg- 
ulating the administration of the insur- 
ance department of the auditor's offioe 
will possibly be neoeesary, f.nd this hint 
will doubtless be sufficient to cause some 
zsalons gentlemen to prepare an investi- 
gation resolution without delay. Gen. 
Pavey and his friends fully expect that 
euoh a course will be taken, and it is 
stated that the ex-auditor is quite pre- 
pared to meet any committee which may 
desire to investigate th=> administra- 
tion of his offioe and 
answer 
all 


their inquiries in 
the fullest 
pos- 


sible way. He will of course reiterate 
the firm position which he has taken in 
regard to the books of the insurance de- 
partment and will maintain that as the 
law creating that department provided 
for the keeping of no books whatever, 
the oaeh books, whioh he regards merely 
as memoranda, are his private property. 
In the house there is a disposition on the 
part of some Republicans, in the event 
of a resolution being introduced to inves- 
tigate Mr. Pavey's official record, to 
move to amend the resolution by widen- 
ing the scope of the investigating com- 
mittee so as to include the state treas- 
urer's offioe 
under the 
administra- 


tion of E. 8. Wilson, the recent Demo- 
cratic incumbent. Of course the main 
object of this amendment would be to 
show to the public that Mr. Wilson, al- 
though a Democrat, has pursued the 
time-honored custom of liis Republican 
predecessors and pocketed the interest 
on the pnblio funds, notwithstanding so 
many Demooratic conventions have em- 
phatically antagonized it. 


The fact is widely known that the ex- 


ecutive board, or committee, represent- 
ing the Illinois Woman's Relief Corps 
Home for women, some time ago located 
the Home at the town cf Homer, in 
Champaign county, and that the people 
of that town subscribed money and 
property to the amount of 85,500 to 
secure the institution. The offioersof 
the organization voted to buy the Mrs. 
C. G.Tinkham property at Homer for 
the full amount of the eubsoription, 
Mrs. Tinkham donating 8500. The other 
day, we notice by a recent issue of the 
Homer Gazette, officers of the Home met 
at Homer to close the deal for the Tink- 
ham pUoe, and pass the deed. Mrs. M. 
A. Bradley, chairman of the Home execu- 
tive committee, Dtoatur, Mrs. Nettie 
McGowan, of Chicago, and Mrs, Tink- 
ham were present; also Judge Gross, of 
Springfield, 
representing the 
Home; 


Attorney Lindley, of Danville, represent- 
ing the Homer subscribers to the fund 
of 85,500; and Attorney Solon Philbfick, 
of Champaign, representing Mrs. Tint- 
ham. The transfer of the property was 
not consummated, because no lees than 
thirty of the Homer subscribers to the 
cash fund Sled a pointed protest, whioh 
was tantamont to|deolaring that unless 
the location of the building was changed 
they would not put up the promised 
money. The Gazette prints the objec- 
tion, in full. They reoite: First,that 
the Tinkham place does not 
afford 


ground enough and that there is no 
drainage whatever; second, that when 
the subscriptions were taken it was said 
that a suitable site would be selected 
for entirely new buildings; third, that if 
the Tinkham place is accepted it was be- 
lieved that not one-fourth of the money 
promised would be paid; and fourth, 
that the petitioners request that a com- 
mittee from their cumber be selected to 
assist (not dictate) the Home officers in 
making a suitable selection of the site 
for new buildings. These serious objec- 
tions served to stop all action contem- 
plated andthe meeting adjourned to as- 
semble at a future time. 


Deoatnr G. A. R. and W. B. C. mem- 


bers, as well as like members in all parts 
of Illinois, are interested in the proposed 
Home, and many inquiries have been 
made as to when it will be thrown open 
for the reception of beneficiaries. It ap- 
pears from what is related by the Qazetie 
that the date for the opening of the 
Home is now as remote as it was when 
tbe Illinois State Corps decided that 
such an institution should be established. 


Possibly the Homer people in the end 


will not want to makegoodtheir pledges, 
quibbling on what they may term mis 
representations as to the site. If so, the 
officers might come to Deoatur. Our 
oitizens will give more than 85,600 for 
the home. No doubt a handsome dona- 
tion for the institution oould be secured 
in a week's time.,

Oue of th') worst features of any 
epidemic ia the universal terror which 
ee'Z'8 npon the people when medical 
men announce that a disease is iocnra- 
ble 
People think that to be attacked 


with cholera or yellow-fever ia certain 
death. Consequently at the fi.st symp- 
tom the viotim gives up all hope. Many 
a person who might otherwise recover ia 
literally frightened to death. It is im- 
portaut to combat this idea. Courage is 
half the sure of any illness. It is known 
that a large per oentage of choleia cases 
recover, even where tha facilities for 
treatment are very bad. Of course we 
should not invite an epid mio merely for 
the sake of Droving thai we are not 
afraid, bat, peopl« should remember that 
if cholera enters thia country, the chance 
of dying ia cot necessarily greater than

area of hundreds of yards. The tanks 
exploded, (ho ptoplo were there and the 
results Wfre awful.

Had there been 
a'polifld foroe present, forming a cordon 
i.boul the dangerous ground, to prevent 
the pfople from approKchicg it, most of 
them wouU have regarded it aa a eoit of 
unnecessary abridgement of their rights, 
and every sort of device wonlu have been 
resorted to to pass the guards, and many 
theories would have been advanced to 
show that such precautions smacked of 
"red tape," and were entirely unneces- 
sary.

The same condition of things oaii be 


seen at every fire in our cities, where 
men and women and children crowd in 
upon danger like moths about a lamp, in 
such numbers that the police, their nat- 
ural protestors in such cases, are power- 
less to keep them away. The wonder ia 
not that so many are killed and injured 
in buoli places, but that more are not 
killed ami injured, This is 8 strange 
characteristic of the human family, and 
calls for more thought on the part of 
every individual. Masses about such 
dangerous places can lot think, any more 
than a frenzied mob can think, and the 
only means by wnioh all unnecessary 
proximity to danger can be avoided, 
where foroe to prevent the approach to 
danger ia nbsent, is for the individnal to 
think for himself and use every rational 
precaution to avoid going voluntarily 
where there is danger and where he has 
no business to go.

WASHINGTON LETTER.

WASHIKGTOK, Jan. 23,1893. 


If the cholera gets a foothold in the 


United) States next summer by reason of 
inadequate quarantine laws, the Tam- 
many members of the house, aided by a 
few others of the Kilgore stripe, will be 
responsible for it. The quarantine bill, 
which recently paeeed the senate without 
a division, is generally admitted to be a 
good bill and entirely free from even the 
slightest taint of partisanship. About 
the only criticism made of tha measnre 
was that it does not actually provide for 
a complete system of federal quarantine, 
but as it practically does the same thing 
it was not opposed on that account. It 
was supposed the house would promptly 
pass the bill just aa it was, in order to 
avoid delay and possible failure to meet 
the eaJergenoy that every intelligent 
medical man in the country knows is 
almost at band, and if orders had not 
been received from the Tammany boss to 
oppose it Buoh would probably have 
been the case. As it ie, the Tammany 
mambLTj and a few others held out 
a ainet the bill and loaded it with 
amendments, none of whioh hava im- 
proved it, the evident object being to de- 
feat quaran ine legislation, Tia a fear- 
ful responsibility, but what care the 
Tammaty crowd for that, bo long as it 
gels ita own wa}? 


Ex-Spedker Ksed, was right when he

Crisp, who IB the controlling spirit of the 
committee on rules, does not in reality 
favor this bill, but he has promised to 
give it a chance, and there is DOW only 
one thing that stands in the way of a 
oloture rule being reported, Betting a 
time for voting on the bill, and that is 
the fear that the Stewart free-coinage 
bill, which was passed by the Berate ac 
the last session, may be offered as a enb- 
stitute acd adopted. If Mr. Crisp really 
thought that this bill could ever git 
through the senate he would probably 
not have promised to give it a chance to 
get through the louse. 


Senator Prootor has taken up an idea 


that was the pet hobby of his prsdeneE- 
sor, Senator Edmunds, for many years, 
and wil! introduce a bill providing for 
the establishment of a great national 
university in Washington, to be under 
the control of the government. 


The report that Judge Gresham had 


been or would be tendered ft seat in the 
coming cabinet was not at all pleasing 
to a majority of the Democrats in con- 
gress, although few of them have publicly 
expressed themselves. It is known that 
Judge Gresham made e secret visit to 
Washington a few days ago, and that he 
held conference with Mr. Carlisle and 
other prominent Democrats known to be 
in the confidence of the President-ele^t. 
Senator Brioe says he knows that Greah- 
am can be in the cabinet if he wishes to. 


Democrats fay that the acceptance of 


the treasury portfolio by Mr. Carlisle 
makes it certain that there will bean 
administration tariff bill presented to 
the house of the fifty-third congress, and 
that ia to devote hie time to the prepera- 
tion of that bill that Senator Carlisle's 
resignation will take effect on the fourth 
of February. If this bo true, it also in- 
dicates that an extra session of congress 
has been determined upon, because if 
cangress was not to meet until next 
December there would bo no neoeHBity 
for hurrying np the preparation of the 
bill. Republicans do not, of course, be- 
lieve in one-man legislation, but if one 
man is to prepare a tariff bill, the most 
of them would prefer Carlisle to any 
other Democrat; he will make a Demo- 
cratic bill, acd that ia what Republicans 
want to eee, believing that the inevitable 
result will be the return of the control of 
the government to the Republican party. 


The house committee on the election 


of president and vioe-preeident has made 
a favorable report on the bill for the re- 
peal of all federal election laws. The 
house will almost certainly pass this bill, 
bat it will be a uaeless showing of the 
party cards, as thera is DO probability 
that it will evtn g&t before the senate at 
the present utesion. The attempt to 
pass this bill through the senate of the 
next congress is certain to result in one 
of the bitterest and most prolonged par- 
liamentary fik'hta of the time, as the I»e- 
publioins will feel justified in resortirg 
to any holiest method to defeat it. 


The Republicans have in 
caucus 


agreed to disagree en the silver question, 
and to leave tvery senator to vote as he 
may feel disposed. 


Uniform Text Books. 


Peoria Transcript: The question of 


school books will probably come np be- 
fore the legislature as to a uniformity 
throughout the state, and whoever has 
given the question a thought will con- 
cede the justness of euoh an act, giving a 
line of educational work that if a person 
happens to move into an adjoining town- 
ship or county he will not ba compelled 
to invest 88 orglO in a new set of books. 
One book firm in Peoria carries reading 
books of thirty different authors to meet 
the wants of schools in the county. Ibis 
isjabsurd and should be remedied.

COPY OP THE DECISION. 


The IT. B Supreme Court Against 


tbe I. C. Head m the 


Deoatur Case. 


In his mail thie morning City Attorney 


McDonald received from James H Mc- 
Kenney, clerk of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, Waeh-.ngton, the 
printed decision of the U. S Supreme 
Court in the case of "The Illinois Central 
Railroad Company, plaintiff in error, vs. 
The City of Deoatnr, in error to the 
Supreme Court of the State of Illinois " 
The opinion IB delivered by Mr. Justice 
Brewer, and it printed in full would 
cover STB columns of this type 
The 


main points ot tbe decision have recently 
been published m the REPUBLICAN and 
there is but little of general interest to 
add, except that the court holds in the 
strongest terms that despite the claim of 
the Illinois Central company that by its 
charter granted in 1851 it is exempted 
from all taxes for special purposes, the 
company is liable for special tfcxes and 
special assessments that may be fixed by 
cities, towns and villages for looal im- 
provements 
Tbe charter granted in 


ro'urii for the payment annually into the 
Bt^te treasury by the railroad company 
of 7 per cent of the groes receip»s does 
not relieve it from doing its port toward 
beam g its share of the looal improve 
m»nts along the 
line of the road

point 
was 
strongly 
pressed 


by 
City 
Attorney 
McDonald 
and 


Hugh Crea in their briefs on behalf 
o? Daoatnr in the Illinois supreme court 
and also m the U S supreme court, and 
special argument was made on the point 
as to presumed benefits to adjacent or 
abutting property 
The Central oom- 


pnny was assessed 8262 70 for paving its 
right of wny on both sides cf the track 
at tbe Eldorado street crossing of the 
railroad 
The cjty had paved the street 


up to the line cf the Central right of way 
on both tides, bat the Central company 
refused to'stand tbe assessment, ho.Jing 
that they were exempted by their charter 
They lost the case m tho county conrt, 
and in the state supreme conrt, and now 
the case against tlnm ia forever settled 
in the U S supreme court 
Justice 


Brfiwer cites many decisions in support 
of the decision, and in conclusion says 


"We do net suppose that the company 


had by its charter dry contract with tbe 
State that the matter of special benefit 
resulting from a 
looal 
improvement 


should be ascertained and determined in 
the then ex stiasr way 
jhere was 


nothing in the terms of that contract to 
prevent the State from commuting the 
final determination of the 
question 


of 
benefits

rather than 
leaving the matter of 


ascertainment

jury 
And 


whether the charges are called special 
taxes or special assessments, and by 
whatever tribunal or whatever mode the 
question of benefits may be determined, 
the fact remains that the charges are for 
a local improvement, and cast upon the 
contiguous property upon the assump- 
tion that it has received a benefit from 
such improvement, which benefit justi- 
fies the charge. The charges here are 
not taxes proper, are not contributions 
to *he State or to the mty for the pur- 
pose of enabling either to carry on its 
general administration of affairs, but is a 
charge only and specially foi tbe cost for 
a local improvement, supposed to have 
resulted in an enbanoement of tbe value 
o! the railroad company's property 
It 


IB not in lien of such charges that the 
ooiupany pays annually the stipulated 
per cent, of its grosa revenues in the state 
treasury 
We see no error in the rul- 


ings of tbe Supreme court of Illinois, 
and ire judgment (against the Illinois 
Central company) is affirmed " 


Deoatur's victory in this celebrated 


case has attracted the attention of law- 
yers and city authorities at all points 
along the line of the I C. road in the 
state, and it is looked upon as a decision 
of great importance 
The case was
